1. The amendment filed August 6, 2002 (Paper No. 10) is acknowledged. Because of 
Applicant's responses and arguments in Paper No. 10 and Paper No. 7, both the Restriction and 
the Election of Species (both of Paper No. 6) are hereby withdrawn. Claim 1-25 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The Examiner notes independent claim 1 appears to be the broadest claim. The 
same arguments below would also apply to independent claims 13, and 25. 

b. The Examiner notes Applicant has positively claimed an annuity payment because 
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the valuation of the payment is made "as each annuity payment is made ..." Applicant also 
claims inter alia, a GRAT with an annuity payment where the payment is in stock options valued 
and numerated as claimed. 

— Cr The prior art document "Using Options to Allow Donees to Have the Donor's 
Cake and Eat it, Too" by Harrison ("Using Options") briefly mentions on page 277 stock options. 
However, Using Options does not disclose using a GRAT with those stock options. 

d. Additionally, the prior art document "Structuring GRATs Under the Section 7520 
Regulations" by Newlin and Andrey discusses GRATs at length but again fails to disclose stock 
options in a GRAT annuity payment. 

e. Finally, the prior art document "IRS Letter Ruling 9248016" ("LTR 9248016") 
discloses funding an annuity with stock of an S corporation, it does not disclose stock options in a 
GRAT annuity payment. 

6. The Examiner makes no findings whatsoever as to whether the claimed invention is legally 
proper under federal tax laws, federal tax rules, or requirements of the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service. 

7. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be understood 
in the context in which the inventor presents it " In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 1340, 62 USPQ2d 
1151, 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). The Examiner therefore interprets the claimed terms as found on 
pages 1-12 of the specification. Clearly almost all the general terms in the claims may have 
multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's 
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lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention 
was not reasonably found in the prior art. 

8. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

9. The Examiner notes that Taub et. al. (U.S. 6,058,377) discloses securities evaluation while 
Suenaga (JP 2002-24533 A) discloses an annuity payment system.
